RULES FOR THE DISTRIBUTION OF 
THE PEABODY k.DUCATIONAL FUND. 
—As there are many localities in this 
State constantly making application 
for assistance, for educational pur- 
poses, from the Peabody Fund, we 
publish the following circular from 
Prof. Melver, our Superintendent of 
Publie Instruction, in regard to the 
rules for the distribution of said Fund 
to schools. It contains all necessary 
information, and the press of, the 
State would do a good work by copy- 
ing it: 

‘*Donations are not made to Colleges, 
Academies, or any private, sectarian, 
or charity schools. There will be 
paid for well regulated Public Free 
Sbhools, continued about ten months 
of the year, and having a regular at- 
tendance of not less than 100 pupils, 
averaging daily 85 per ecent., $300; 
150 pupils, averaging daily 85 per 
cent., $450; 200 pupils, averaging daily 
85 per cent., $600 ; 250 pupils, averag- 
ing daily 85 per cent., $800; 300 purils, 
averaging daily 85 per cent., $1,000. 

‘‘In doubtful cases of attendance, 
the average number decides the ques- 
tion. The amount appropriated for 
larger numbers, in cities, cannot be 
fixed, but must depend on circum- 
stances. The peopie are to pay for 
current expenses at least twice, and 
usually three times as much as they 
receive from the fund, and bear ail 
the expense of erecting, repairing and 
furnishing school houses. ‘They are 
to grade their schoois and provide a 
teacher for every fifty pupils. It is 
necessary that applications for assist- 
ance be made through the Superin- 
tendent of each State, near the begin- 
ning of theschool year. Noclaim for 
a share of the fund can be admitted 
where a special contract has not been 
previously made. 

‘‘All applications for assistance 
should be made as early as practica- 
ble after the beginning of the sehool 
year, July first, and forwarded to the 
Superintendentof Public Instruction, 
Raleigh, N. C. Each application 
must show upon its face: 

“1, The race for which the schoo! is 
intended, 

The namesofschool house, town- 
ship and county in which the school 
is to be taught, the name of the near- 
est postoflice, the names of the princi- 
pal and assistant teachers, of the 
educational association, or trustees 
and school committee who have 
charge of the school, and the number 
of pupiis aetually enrolled. 

“3S. Phat the school isa free public 
school, to be continued ten months 
of the school year. 

“4. That the school is graded, tiiam- 
ing the several grades and_ the 
branches taught in each. 

“5. That the amount subscribed by 
the people, andthe amounts which 
will be received from the public 
school funds and from other sources, 
eounted together, will be at least 
double, or more than double thesum 
asked for from the Peabody Iduca- 
tion Fund. 

“For the purpose of establishing 
Peabody schovois, earnestly reeom- 
mend and advise that the school dis- 
tricts be made as large as practicable; 
that two or three districts be thrown 
together where they are small,or that 
the township be adopted asa district. 
Schools for colored children will 
receive the same assistnce as schools 
for white children, and upon the 
same terms. Two schools in the 
same village or township cannot be 
counted as one school, ‘The different 
departments, however, of a graded 
school may be taught in separate 
rooms or in separate houses. 

The contract for assistance is in all 
cases made with theassociation, trus- 
tees, or school committee who have 
tie school in charge; it isnever made 
w.th the teacher. Each 
sl ould be signed by the School Com- 
mittee and be approved by the Chair- 
man of the Board of Examiners and 
the Chairman and Secretary of the 
County Board of Education. 

The principal teacher should report 
to the Superiitendent of Public In- 
struction full statistics of the school 
on or before the last day of each half 
term of twenty weeks. 

Every application for payment of 
the amount promised must give full 
assurance that ali the rules for the 
distribution of the Peabody Educa- 
tion Kund have been or will be com- 
plied with. This assurance must be 
given and signed by the School Com- 
mittee and Chairman of the Board of 
Examiners, and by the Chairman, 
Secretary and Treasurer of the Coun- 
ty Board of Education. 


THE BLACK LEAD OF WAKE 
CountTy.—Though this matter has 
once or twice been briefly alluded to 
in this paper, it is a fact pot generally 
known that this county has the lar- 
gest deposit of black lead yet dis- 
covered in this country. The vein 
was first opened at Camp Mangum 
Spring, about three and a half miles 
west of this city, and has been dis- 
covered to be about three and a half 
feet thick and has been traced over 
fourteen miles in a northernly direc- 
tion. Its depth has not yet been as- 
eertained. The probabilities are that 
the vein extends toa far greater dis- 
tance than the limit given above to 
its length. Mr. P. Murray, of New 
York, is the owner of a large number 
of acres of the land near this city on 
which the deposit is found,and is now 
working three pits near old Camp 
Mangum. ‘The lead has been pro- 
nouneed by Prof. Kerr, our diate 
Geologist, to be medium quality. It 
is not such as would do for the manu- 
facture of pencils, &c., but for paints, 
lubrications and moulding purposes 
it is of the best quality and very 
valuable. Mr. Murray is shipping 
daily a large number of barrels of it 
to his factory at the North, and it is 
estimated that he has excayated 
some twenty thousand tons of it. 
We hear that if the extent and value 
of the deposit proves to justify it, 
Mr. Murry will erect a factory near 


this city fo

THE Virginia rivers are heavily 
swollen from the recent rains. In 
many instances the flood equals that 
of 1870. Much damage will be sus- 


tained. 


THE matter of obtaining the nec- 
essary funds for Philadelphia’s big 
Centennial makes but little headway 
Not only is Congress slow in making 
any appropriation, but the Pennsyl- 
vania Legislature seems to falter and 
to decline to take stock in the move- 
ment. 


Tue Newbern Republie-Courier 
says that APPLETON QOAKSMITH, 
Esq., “is the most able financier in 
the State, and is an honorable and 
high-toned gentleman.”’ It goes for 
the editor of the New North State with 
gloves off for his attack upon the Mid- 
land scheme and OAKSMITH. The 
latter individual has resigned his con~ 
nection with the Midland Company, 
giving as his reason the attacks that 
have been made upon his character. 


THE announcement of the comple- 
tion of a chain of telegraph and life- 
saving stations along the Atlantic 
coast, from Norfolk, Va., to Cape Hat- 
teras, this State, hasbeen announced. 
The danger and delay to shipping 
along this portion of the coast is well 
known and much dreaded. More 
security is given to life and property 
by the accomplishment of this long- 
needed work. We hope it will have 
a tendency to lessen the rates of in- 
surance on goods shipped South by 
this route. 


ONE of the most harrowing feat- 
ures of the success of the inflation 
measure to the New York //erald is 
that the Republican Senators of the 
West should accept the leadership of 
a Southern Democratic Senator— 
Judge MERRIMON. It argues from 
this that the Republican party of that 
section are coming over to the Dem- 
ocratic fold. We hope it is correct 
in its surmise. There are lots of 
well-meaning men in that portion of 
the country who have lingered too 
long in very bad company. 


THE New York Jribune saw on 
Friday its thirty-fourth birth-day. 
Though of a decidedly different poli- 
tical faith from the one we adhere to, 
candor induces us to admit that it is 
one of the most solid, reliable and in- 
structive journals in the world. Its 
arguments are always temperately 
and fairly made. It is a bold and 
fearless denouncer of wrong, let it 
come from what quarter it may. 
Journalism would be much elevated 
and dignified in this country if there 
were more papers of the character of 
the Zribune. It is an able, dignified 
and enterprising paper, and reflects 
credit upon American journalism. 


IT seems that a sort of stampede is 
taking place in our diplomatic corps. 
The minister to China has resigned 
and Mr. B. P. Avery, of California, 
has been appointed to succeed him. 
Mr. BANCROFT’ has intimated a desire 
of relieving Berlin of his presence 
permanently. Mr, JAy, itis said, is 
making preparations to return to his 
domicile in New York, and Mr. 
CUSHING will not likely remain 
much longer in Madrid. Mr. BoKER 
is reported as tired of helping to 
nurse the “‘sick man”’ (TURKEY) and 
is expected toshortly return home,and 
there is ne assurance that General 
SCHENCK will go back to London. 
So its seems probable that shortly 
there will be some half dozen mis- 
sions to fill. 


THE Spanish war drags its slow 
length along. From all present indi- 
cations SERRANO’S operations in the 
North have not given satisfaction to 
the authorities at Madrid, and there 
are reports of his having been super- 
seded in tae command of the Army 
of the North by General ConcHa. 
SERRANO will, it is said, return to 
the capital and hold a convention. 
These reports, however, lack confir- 
mation. But one thing is certain, 


that the present authorities at Madrid | 


have made little, if any, headway 
toward the suppression of the Carlist 
outbreak. The collapse of the so- 
called Republican administration 
would take no one by surprise who 
has at all closely watched the pro- 
gress of affairs in that country. 


GEN. BUTLER rushed in upon the 


Ways and Means Committee a few 
days since, when the SANBoRN in- 


vestigation was proceeding, and in- 
sisted upon his right, as a member of 
the House, to be summoned before 
the Committee when testimony af- 
tecting him was being taken. His 
particular grievance was that his 
confidential relations with SAnBoRN 
had been exposed in his absence. Mr. 
BUTLER is said, by the correspon- 
dents, to have been much agitated, 
and actually to have abstained from 
any display of buffoonery or of the 
hectoring manner which he habitu- 
ally exhibits in the House. He ve- 
hemently denied any connection 
with the SANBORN contract, except 
such a one as he might properly 
have; and wound up, in an inconse- 
quential way, with familiar abuse of 
the press and the correspondents. 
He and SANBORN are to have a joint 


examination at an early day.

Upto Saturday noth- 
ing had been indicated of an imme- 
diate change in the Cabinet unless 
the long interview between the Pre- 
sident and RicHARDSON has some 
such significance 
Since the ventilation of the SANBORN 
contracts the country has been loudly 
calling fora change in the manage- 
msnt of the treasury department, and 
it is probable that the tremendous 
pressure brought to bear on GRANT 
will force him to tell RICHARDSON 
that his resignation would be ac 


cepted.

An Important Move—The Pro- 
posed Change of Guage of the 
Richmond and Danville Rail- 
road to Greensboro in Order to 
Conform to the Guage of the N. 
C.R. R. 

The Richmond Dispatch of vester- 
day contains the following informa- 
tion : 

The House Committee on Roads 
and Internal Navigation met Satur- 
day morning in the office of Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction. In the 
absence of Judge Ould, Colonel Arm- 
strong aeted as chairman. 

The following bill, introduced in 
the House by Mr. Scruggs and refer- 
red to the committee, after some mi- 
nor matters had been disposed of, was 
taken under consideration : 

A bill to authorize the Richmond 
and Danville Railroad Company to 
change and regulate the guage of its 
road : 

‘WHEREAS, It may be of much 
importance and value to the Rich- 
mond and Danville Railroad Compa- 
ny, and to a large portion of the peo- 
ple of the State who are “myers by 
said company’s road with an useful 
and necessary means of transporta- 
tion, that the said company be au- 
thorized and allowed so as to alter 
and regulate the guage of its road as 
thereby the better to accommodate 
the business and economize its oper- 
— in conducting the same; there- 

ore 

“1. Beit enacted by the General 
Assembly of Virginia, That it shall 
be lawful for the Richmond and Dan- 
ville Railroad Company alter, 
change and regulate the guage of its 
road at such time and in such man- 
ner as the said company may judge 
best for the promotion of its business, 
and to maintain and operate their 
line of road on such standard of guage 
as the said company may atany time 
deem necessary and proper to secure 
the most efficient, useful and econom- 
ical operation of thesame. And any 
law or provision of law to the contra- 
ry is hereby repealed. 


‘‘This act shall be in force from its 
passage.”’ 

Colonel A. S. Buford, President of 
the Richmond and Danville Railroad 
Company, who was present, was ask- 
ed to explain the bill, and in sub- 
stance said: 

‘‘T mean to be entirely frank and 
candid. This proposition is made to 
fulfill the purposes which we hoped 
would have been reached in another 
way. The Piedmont road was con- 
structed during the war by the Rich- 
mond and Danville Railroad Com- 
pany, and this company in 1871 ac- 
quired by lease the interest of the 
North Carolina Central road, from 
Greensboro to Charlotte, a distance 
of ninety-one miles, with a guage 
differing from that of the Richmond 
and Danville road. My company 
have made continuing and persistent 
efforts to adapt the guage of this 
ninety-one miles of the North Caro- 
lina road tothat of the Richmond 
and Danville road and of the roads 
beyond Charlotte. In this effort we 
have been foiled through the instru- 
mentality of antagonizing interests, 
and we now stand arrested by the in- 
Junction of the courts. In the pres- 
ent condition of our company it 
would be better for us to change the 
guage of this ninety-one miles than 
of the one; hundred and ninety from 
Richmond to Greensboro. Under 
existing circumstances, however, it 
would be our better policy to conform 
the guage of our from Richmond 
to Greensboro to that of the North 
Carolina road, inasmuch as that 
wouid involve but one transfer, and 
that at Charlotte. I am very frank 
tosay thatin my opinion the nar- 
row gauge, four feet eight and a half 
inches, is preferable to the wide gauge 
of five feet, and ought to prevail 
throughout the country. I beg to 
assure the committee that this appli- 
cation is made simply on the princi- 
ple which controls the management 
of every well-regu'!ated road—that of 
taking care of itself.” 

In response to a question by amem- 


attached to it. 


ber of the committee, Colonel Buford 
stated that all the roads south of Car- 
olina are of five-foot guage, and that 
the connections of his road from 
Charlotte via Atlanta to Mobile and 
New Orleans are the same. To an- 
other inquiry made by Colonel Arm- 
strong, the chairman pro tem., Col. 
Buford, said that probably about 1856, 
in an act authorizing the guarantee 
of the bonds of the Richmand and 
Danville Railroad Company, it was 
provided that the guage of the Rich- 
mond and Danville Railroad should 
be that of the Southside Road. 

In answer to a further inquiry Col. 
Buford stated that this was the only 
legislation on the subject known to 
him. ‘He admitted that this change 
of gauge would necessitate a breakage 
of bulk at the Burkeville junction, 
but expressed the opinion that the 
connection with the Southside Road 
was of minor consideration as com- 
pared with other interests of his 
Road; that while some trade and 
traffic was had by this city with 
Southwest Virginia and East Ten- 
nessee it had little beyond the char- 
acter of local business, and was not 
to be compared with the the interests 
to be subserved by this change of 
guage, nor to the increased facilities 
that could be thus afforded the peo- 
ple along its line. 

A member of the committee asked 
if the whole line of his road from 
Richmond to Greensboro’ was ex- 
empt from taxation. The reply was 
that only that portion of the road 
which lies in Virginia is exempt. 
An intimation was given by the in- 
quiring member that he could not 
consider the proposition until the re- 
linguishment of such claim was 
made. ‘To which Colonel Buford re- 
plied that his company was now 
financially depressed, and was in no 
condition to incur additional burdens, 
but if the legislation now asked for 
should be accorded it might be that 
in the future the company’s increas- 
ed prosperity would admit of such 
relinquishment. Colonel Buford in- 
dicated by a map the route and of his 
southern connections, and expressed 
his willingness to respond to any 
further inquiries which might be 
propounded by members of the com- 
mittee. 

The hour of 11 having arrived, the 
committee, without coming to a con- 
clusion, adjourned until Tuesday 
morning at 10 o’clock.

FROM WASHINGTON. 


The Administration Organ—Cuban 
Recognition. 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—The offi- 
cial organ contains an elaborate edi- 
torial Jeclaring the present time op- 

ortune, and gives reasons for the 
immediate recognition of the Cuban 
Republic. The article contains cita- 
tions from International law writers, 
showing no just cause of offence to 
Spain if recognition is accorded and 
commercial treaties entered into with 
the Republic. It declares our com- 
mercial interests are greatly suffering 
by the war in Cuba. That the com- 
plications heretofore existing no long- 
er exist. That England intrigues 
for control of Cuban affairs and trade. 
That recognition would open anew 
market for western grain growers, 
provision dealers, mechanics and 
manufacturers. That the Eastern 
and Middle States would furnish oc- 
eupation to thousands of Southern 
people and restore prosperity and 
good feeling in the Southern States 
towards the government. The arti- 
cle is supposed to express President 
Grant’s views, and foreshadows ac- 
tion by the government. 

An Attempt to Swindle an Insure 

ance Company—A Man Pretends 

to Bury a Woman tiat was Not 

Dead. 

New York, April 18.—Dr. Ernest 
Uling, charged with an attempt to 
defraud the Merchants’ Life Insur- 
ance Company of ten thousand dol- 
lars by pretending the death and 
burial of Louise Germs, who was in- 
sured for the abovesum, was arrested 
to-day at 228 East 25th street, where 
he was found seereted under a bed in 
his residence. At 160 Eldridge street 
the police arrested a woman 65 years 
of age, who gave her name as Marie 
De Bagnicki,and ayoung man named 
Aurel de'Ivangi, who claims to be 
her nephew. During a search among 
the effects, which were being packed 
up, cards and plates were found, 

roving that Uling’s real name was 
Srnest De Bagnicki, and the woman 
was bis wife. Bagnicki appears to be 
a member of a noble Hungarian 
family, and has lived in this city 
since 1854. He has been in several 
bad scrapes and was tried twice be- 
fore for swindling, butescaped. The 
police are sanguine of arresting the 
woman Germs in a day or two.

Carpenter asked that his Louisiana 
bill be made the special order for to- 
morrow after the expiration ot the 
morning hour. 

Sherman said he was opposed to 
taking up the bill, and hoped the 
sense of the Senate would be taken 
as to whether it should be considered 
or not. He thought the benate 
should devote its time to other mat- 
ters of more importance. 

Carpenter said the Senator from 
New Jersey, Frelinghuysen, was pre- 
pared to speak on the bill and it 
should be taken up. However, if a 
majority of the Senate had deter- 
mined to stand by the Kellogg gov- 
ernment right or wrong, he admit- 
ted it would be bad policy to have 
any debate on the bill. ‘The Senator 
frem Ohio, Sherman, had come here 
with several financial conundrums 
which had occupied the Senate four 
months. The Senator would have 
been astonished if some Senator had 
expressed a desire to dispose of the 
measure without any debate. 

Sherman said there were many 
bills on the calendar, and he was op- 
posed to laying aside practical legi:- 
lation to take up this bill. It would 
do the people of Louisiana no good 
and would therefore insist upon the 
consideration of matters of more im- 
partance. 

Carye.ter said it was a matter of 
importance. Where a State had been 
usurped and its government held by 
the usurpers under the decree of a 
Federal Court. He was astonished 
at the indifference manifested by 
Senators onthis subject. If the Re- 
publican party to-day refused to in- 
terfere when stts usurpers hold aState 
by the threat, it could uot inter- 
fere in any similar case where the 
usurpers might be Democratic. He 
was in New Orleans last May when 
there was a great excitement there, 
and in a public speech he pledged 
himself to the people if they would 
stop violence and submit to the Kel- 
logg government he would do what 
he could to present their case to Con- 
gress. They had Kept their part of 
the contract and he proposed to keep 
his. 

Sherman said no one would deny 
that the Senator,Carpenter, had kept 
his pledge already. He, believed that 
a large majority of the people of Lou- 
isiana had acquisced in the condition 
of affairs in that State,and it was wise 
in them todo so. They would have 
an opportunity next fall, to redeem 
their Government, and Congress had 
better attend to its legitimate busi- 
ness, leaving Louisiana matters to 
r.zhtthemseives. Any action by Con- 
vress would only derange mat- 
ters and make things worse. Car- 
penter said the acquiescence of the 
people was their submission to the 
authorities of the United States troops 
who were now there, and in ease of 
aun attempt made by the people to 
overthrow the Kellogg Government 
these troops would be put into action 
under the act of the Kellogg leg- 
islature. In regard to holding elec- 
tions he, Kellogg, could carry the 
State by 20,000 to 50,000 majority. 

Morton said that act had been re- 
pealed. 

Carpenter said he was not aware of 
that fact. 

West— Well, the gentleman is not 
aware of what is going on.”’ 

Morton said he hada dispateh from 
Governor Kellogg, announcing the 
repeal of the act. 

Carpenter replied that he was glad 
to hear it. It was one step towards 
decency. 

Morton said one of the chief dis- 
turbing elements in Louisiana at 
present was pending in the Senate. 
tHe believed a great majority of the 

eople of Louisiana acquiesced in the 

\ellogg government. Net only the 
Republicans, but the best part of the 
Democratic party were opposed to 
any action by Congress to set that 
government aside. Should the bill 
be taken up he would avail himself 
of the opportunity to show that what 
had been done by the Kellogg Legis- 
lature had been to the benefit of the 
State. It wasa beneficent Legisla- 
ture, and Louisiana now, in all her 
industries and enterprises, was rapid- 
ly reviving. No greater disaster 
could happen to the State than for 
Congress to interfere and upset the 
whole State government. 


Saulsbury said he thought it right 
and proper that the Senator from 
Wisconsin, [Carpenter,] should be 
allowed to bring this bill before the 
Senate. He, (Saulsbury,) did not 
know if he would vote for or against 
it, but he concurred with the Senator, 
(Carpenter,) that there was no more 
important question than this. He 
Was surprised at the statements made 
vpon this floor of the acquiescence of 
the people of Louisiana in the Kel- 
logg government. It was known to 
every Senator here that if Federal 
troops be withdrawn, the Kellogg 
government would be banished out 
oi existence in less than a month. 
‘he people of that State had appealed 
to the President of the United States 
and had been turned away. Now 
they were to be turned away from 
tie Halls of Congress. There were 
Senators upon this floor who were 
not disposed to let this matter sleep 
but have the iniquity exposed. The 
iniquity in this Louisiana affair was 
so great that if they should keep 
silent the very stones would ery out. 

Carpenter said he did not think the 
repudiation of the debt by the Kel- 
logg Legislature was-a_ beneficent 
measure. 


West said he had no desire at the 
present time to intrude a debate on 
the Louisiana qustion upon the Sen- 
ate, but some remarks were made 
that required refutation from him. 
The Senator from Wisconsin had said 
the repudiation of the debt was not 
beneficial legislation. He [West] de- 
sired to say that the legislation was 
made at the suggestion of the Demo- 
cratic party of the State. When the 
State should be committed to the 
Democratic party the bonds might 
as well be putin the waste basket. 
The people now beseiging Congress 
for a new election in Louisiana are 
all the disappointed  office-seekers 
and men who have countenanced 
murder and assassination. He would 
not attempt to put the bill on the ta- 
ble now, but would show, when the 
time came, that the Kellogg goverr- 
ment was its legal government of 
State, and that the people there were 
quietly pursuing their yocations.

WASHINGTON, April 13.—Bout- 
well’s health is improved (!)

The Printing Committee of the 
Senate, which has had under consid- 
eration the management of the Goy- 
ernment Printing Office for several 
weeks, find nothing to condemn In 
its management under Col. A. M. 
Clapp. 

The Chief Justice delivered his first 
opinion on the bench of the Supreme 
Court to-day in a case from Illinois, 
touching the right of the State to tax 
non-resident National Bank share- 
holders at the residence of the bank. 
The members of the bar who heard 
it, and his brethren on the bench, 
speak of it in eulogistie terms. Hon. 
RKeverdy Johnson is complimentary 
in his remarks, both as to the merits 
of the opinion and the manner of de- 
livery. ‘he Chief Justice delivered 
his first formal opinion considerably 
earlier than the late Chief Justice 
did. 

The Supreme Court to-day de- 
cided the case of Tappan, Collee- 
tor of taxes of Chicayvo, against the 
Merehants’ National Bank of Chi- 
cago, from the Circuit Court of Illi- 
nois, presenting the questing whether 
the Legislature of Illinois could in 
1867 provide for the taxation of the 
owners of shares of the capital stock 
of a National Bank in that State at 
the place within the State where the 
bank was located, without regard to 
their places of residence. The court 
below decided that the tax could not 
be thus laid, and the decree was 
against the Collector. That decree 
is here reversed, the court holding 
that the shares of stock in a National 
Bank are personal property under 
the National banking act. ‘They are 
a species of personal property, say 
the Court, which is in one sense il- 
tangible and incorpeal, but the loss 
of which creates them, and may sep- 
arate them from the person of the 
owrer from the purposes of taxation 
and give them a status of their own. 
This has been done, it is held by the 
banking act, since the decree below 
was made. ‘The Supreme Court of 
Illinois has held that the State law of 
1867, under which the tax was laid, 
yalid, and that the decision is held to 
be binding on this Court, Its cor- 
rectness is also conceded. Chief Jus- 
tice Waite delivered the opinion. 

In the ease of the Atlantic, ‘l’en- 
nessee & Ohio Railroad Company and 
others against the Carolina National 
Bank of Columbia, S. C., and others 
from the Circuit Court for North 
Carolina, was also decided to-day. 
The question was, Whether bonds is- 
sued by the Company in May Is8z, 
payable at different periods from No- 
vember 1869 to November 1875, were 
solvable in Contederate currency or 
lawful money. Some of the bonds 
falling into the hands of the bank, 
the Company were willing to pay in 
Confederate money, but the bank de- 
manded money ot the United States, 
and this action was instituted to com- 
pel the payment undera deed cf 
trust, executed to secure them. The 
Court below sustained the demand of 
the bank. Another question was 
brought here, where the decree is 
altirmed, the Court holding that the 
intention of the Company that the 
principal of its bonds should be paid 
in lawful money, instead of Confed- 
erate notes, may be justly inferred 
from the nature of the contracts, par- 
ticularly the long period before they 
were to mature. When they were 
issued, it is said, it could not have 
been in the contemplation of the par- 
ties that the war would continue from 
seven to thirteen years. It is well 
known that at that time it was the 
general expectation on all sides that 
the war would be one of short dura- 
tion. The Confederate notes were 
only payable by their terms aftera 
ratification of peace between the 
ConfederateStates and the U.S. The 
bonds of the railroad were intended 
for sale in the markets of the world 
generally, and not merely in the 
Confederate States. They were 
payable to the bearer, and therefore 
transferable by delivery. They state 
on their face that they may be con- 
verted into the stock ef the company 
at par by the holder. The deciara- 
tions of the officers of the company, 
up to July, 1863, show that the com- 
pany truated the bonds as having an 
exceptional value, and not subject to 
the fluctuation of Confederate curren- 
cy. Repealed declarations of the 
officers were made to that import. 
There is sufficient in these circum- 
stances, it is held, to repel the pre- 
suniption created by the ordinance of 
the State of 1865, providing for the 
discharge of all existing contracts by 
a scale of the depreciation of Confe- 
derate money, and declaring that all 
contracts except official and penal 
bonds payable to the State shonld be 
deemed to have been made with the 
intention that they should be dis- 
charged in that currency, and thus 
the case will be governed by the 
orcinary rule. 

Mr Justice Field delivered the 
opinion. 

The Supreme Court in the case of 
the Quarantine Board against Chas. 
Morgan, an appeal from Galveston, 
Texas, held that the imposition of a 
tax of five dollars on the steamers of 
the Appelle, plying between New 
Orleans and Texas, for quarantine 

ourposes was unconstitutional, it 

eing an interference with commerce 
between the States. 

The court also held in the case of 
the United States against Francis J. 
Herron that the discharge of a bank- 
rupt under the bankrupt act did not 
discharge him from his indebtedness 
to the United States.
